Lady Vees... oh so close

The dream of a national 
title for the Laurentian 
Women's Basketball team 
came to a end Sunday night. 
The Lady-Vees were upset by 
the University of Victoria 
Vikettes 54-52 in the CIAU 
championship game at Laval 
University, Quebec. 

The Lady Vees went into the 
C.I.A.U. Championship Tour- 
nament as the #1 ranked team 
in Canada, the only unbeaten 
team in reregular season play, 
and recent Ontario champs. 
The Vikettes were ranked #2. 

They beat Brock 80-50 on 
Friday, Anne Rimmes lead 
with 18 points, followed by 
Caorol Hamilton with 16 and 
Sandy Stevenson with 15. 

Saturday the Vees squeeked 
by a strong University of 
Winnipeg team 47-45, Chan- 
tal St-Martin lead with 12 
points and Carol Hamilton 
had 11. The victory over 
Winnipeg put the Vees in the 
C.I.A.U. final for the second 
time in four years. 

The Vikettes reached the 
final with a semi-final vic- 
tory over Manitoba. 

Laurentian and Victoria are 
without a doubt the two best 
teams in Canada. They are 
stacked with impressive 
players. University of Vic- 
toria has three national team 
members, Laurie Clarke, Janet 
Fowler and A. Karsh. Laurie 
Clarke is this year's Nan 
Kapp winner, symbolic of the 
best woman basketball player 
in Canada. Clarke is also a 
C.I.A.U. all-star and fifth 
year player. 

Laurentian has former Nan 
Kapp award winner, National 
Team member and 5 year 



C.I.A.U. all-star Carol 
Hamilton, C.I.A.U. player of 
the week, Ontario first team 
all-star, Ontario Champ- 
ionship Tournament M.V.P. 
and team spark-plug Sandy 
Stevensen, along with 2nd 
team all stars, Sharon 
Knowles and Shirlene Mc- 
Lean. 

The Lady Vees are also 
blessed with one of the 
country's strongest benches 
with Patti Johnson, Chantal 
St. Martin, Kelly Edwards, 
Sheila Ivan, Nancy Harrison 
and others. They also have 
one of the Province's best 
centres in Anne Rimmes. 

The stage was set for a 
battle for the Bronze Baby 
Trophy, awarded to 
theC.I.A.U. champion. 

Victoria jumped out in front 
10-2, which ended up being 
the biggest lead either of the 
teams would hold. Laurentian 
pulled back and eventually 
went up by 4. Both teams 
settled down and began to 
display some awesome de- 
fense. 

The pesky Laurentian de- 
fense caused UVic to turn over 
the ball sevberal times. It 
appeared the Victoria team 
had great difficulty handling 
the Laurentian press, and the 
Vees capitalized on the 
turnovers. 

However, Victoria's defense 
proved to be a stubborn 
opponent, and frustrated the 
Lady Vees squad. Laurentian 
got into a bit of foul trouble 
early which allowed Victoria 
to capitalize by scoring 9 
points on free throws, com- 
pared to Laurentian's 2. 

The half-time score was 29- 
27 in favour of Laurentian. 

Both teams came out in the 
second half relying on their 



defense. The game was slow 
and methodical. Laurentian 
seemed to have difficulty 
cracking the Victoria defense. 
The Vikettes forced Lauren- 
tian to move outside and took 
the inside game away. 

At the other end of the court 
Laurentian played stickly 
defense, they did however, 
allow Victoria to get inside on 
a number of occasions. Laurie 
Clarke and tournamentM.V.P., 
Janet Fowler gave Laurentian 
most of their problems. Fowler 
ended the game with 25 
points, the high scorer of the 
game. 

Laurentian stayed up by one 
or two points, and with 5 
minutes left seemed to be 
pulling away. McLean, 
Knowles, Johnson, Stevenson, 
and Hamilton began to take 
over as the Ladies went up by 
6 points. 

However, Victoria, last 
year's finalist and the 1985 
champions (when they beat 
Laurentian 71-52) is a bit more 
experienced than Laurentian, 
and it began to come through 
in the final minutes. 

With Laurentian ahead 52- 
48 and 1:36 remaining star 
player Laurie Clarke fouled 
out. Victoria did not fold, 
rather they roared back. 
With a three point play by 
Janet Fowler followed by a 
Laurentian give away, Victor- 
ia was soon up 53-52 with only 
seconds left. 

Laurentian's effort to regain 
the lead faltered with a 
couple of turnovers which 
gave the ball back to Victoria. 
The last turnover came with 
just 23 seconds left to play. The 
Lady Vees could not get the 
ball back. When the Vees 
fouled out, the Vikettes chose 
to take the ball from the side

rather than shoot free throws. 

With one second left, 
Victoria put in the final foul 
shot and the game was over. 
The Vikettes were pthe 
C.I.A.U. champsions for the 
fifth time under coach Kathy 
Shields. 

The result is heart breaking 
for the Lady Vees. The women 
and C.I.A.U coach of the year, 



Peter Ennis, deserve a standing 
ovation from all of us for their 
effort and dedication. You've 
provided Laurentian with 
some excellent entertainment 
and outstanding champion- 
ships 

To all team members and 
coach Ennis we thank you and 
wish you the best of luck for 
next year.

issue, he realized that Quebec 
and Canada had to have a 
clear and sustained debate on 
the Francphone presence in 
the country. "This is why at 
Laurentain I advocate that 
the issue be disscused in the 
open," said Dr. Daniel. 

"In Quebec I have seen this 
tendency of Francophones to 



isolate themselves and I 
deplore the fact that in 
Ontario this same tendency 
seems to appear period- 
ically," he said. "I believe 
that Laurentain University is 
in a very good position to 
reflect the radical change 
that has taken place in 
Canada concerning the 
people's perception of our 
bilingual national identity, 
while enabling the Franco- 
Ontarians to obtain more 
services in French and thus 
create environments where 
French is truly in common 
usage. I see no dichotomy at 
all between the two." 

President Daniel stated that 
he was very flattered by this 
honour, suggesting that it is 
perhaps France's way of 
saying: "We see that 
something good and positive is 
taking place at Laurentian." 
In conclusion, he said that he 
was proud to be leader of this 
enterprise.

s^r^ ou've made it to the big leagues. Enrolling in 

|C1 university has given you the confidence and security 
A*f to ensure that you know exactly what you want, and 
*-*■' have the knowledge of how to go about achieving 
your goals. Or has it. 

If you have plotted your career aspirations and are 
comfortable with your progress, consider yourself fortunate. 
Many students haven't the slightest idea of what they are 
looking for in life, let alone what careers they wish to 
consider. With technologies in our society changing as 
rapidly as they are, an individual's social, personal and 
career needs and considerations change as a consequence. 

One's occupation is directly 
related to one's emotional state... 



With a myriad of factors to weigh when considering one's 
future, it may become difficult to maintain an objective and 
positive view of what is important and what is not. One 
may wish to pursue a career for the intrinsic gratification to 
be derived, but that career might conflict with pressure from 
oneself or from others to pursue a career for financial gain or 
social status. One thing most tend to overlook is that one's 
occupation is directly related to one's emotional state and 
sense of well-being. 

With this concept of the relationship between one's career 
choice and personal requirements in mind, The Centre for 
Talent Development attends to the occupational and 
personal counselling of those who run the garnet from merely 
needing a bit of encouragement, to those who 'don't know 
what they want to be when they grow up'. 

Paddy Blenkinsop, Director of the Centre for Talent 
Development, sees the mandate of the centre in terms of 
broad goals and objectives. Blenkinsop describes it as: "A 
pro-active service encouraging people to get involved in 
learning and (the) development process." 

According to Blenkinsop, Laurentian had the "dubious 
distinction" of being one of the very few Canadian 
universities without a counselling service. He said that the 
demand for such a service is, "very large considering the 
needs demonstrated by the students coming in." 

The Centre for Talent 
Development 

As the individual responsible for setting the general 
direction and establishing policies of the centre, Blenkinsop 
explains that the broad goal is to : "help people identify 
what they want to do (because) to some it is not clear why 
they are here (university)". 

He said that the first step is for a student to recognize that 
they would like some assistance in defining and 
establishing career goals. Through a variety of aptitude 
and self-assessment tests, the student might discover some 
hidden talents or interests. 

A student who wishes to pursue or develop a previously 
weak skill identified in the test could find that this leads 
to a clearer path and better direction. In addition, 
Blenkinsop adds: "People might decide to develop their 
thinking more critically or creatively". 

Conversely, the tests might help identify disguised or 
hidden problems which hinder or prevent the realization of 
goals. As well, difficulties studying or organizing time 
might be recognized and ameliorated. Citing difficulties 
with stress, general orientation to university and dealing 
with different relationships, Blenkinsop notes that there 
are many problems facing students. 

Funded by the Counselling Foundation of Canada for the 
next five years, The centre consists of four staff members and 
provides various services widely used by other university 
counselling centres. 

Mireille Drouin-Farmer, the centre's Career Counsellor, 
has been busy since early November gathering academic and 
career resources for the Information Centre. With reference 
books entitled What Jobs Pay, Future Work and What can 
you do With a University Degree as examples, and 
academic calendars of university and community college 
programs, the Information Centre's burgeoning library offers 
materials on specific careers and career planning.

Drouin-Farmer's desire is, "not only to help the student 
look at himself, but to look at opportunities", as well. She 
counsels full-time, part-time and mature students who may 
be freshmen, or in their graduating year. She has seen first 
or second year students: "who don't have an idea of what to 
do, who aren't satisfied, or aren't succeeding well", and she 
has seen graduating students who are uncertain of either 
further pursuing their education or getting a job immediately 
upon graduating. Some may even consider college if their 
interests are addressed in college programs. 

an idea of "who they are" 



She views herself as a guide, someone who will show 
directions, but not someone who has the answers or will 

make decisions for the student. She encourages the student 
to take responsibility for his or her own actions. 

During the first session, Mireille looks at the student's* 
employment and school histories. Academic courses and jobs 
are isolated to determine what the student enjoyed the most 
and the least. Hobbies, volunteer work and other pertinent 
information are discussed to give Mireille and the student an 
idea of "who thev are". As she points out, it is important to, 
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falent Development 
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onsider realistic aspects according to an individual's 
terests and values (because) interest goes hand-in-hand 
ith skills." By reinforcing and pursuing interests, the 
udent can identify their needs and the developmental 
vel to determine what should be done next. 
Recognized tools of the trade such as 'the Self-Directed 
earch Guide to Educational and Vocational Planning* and 
ptitude tests help the student quickly identify such 
Uerests. 

Other references such as the Strong-Campbell Test and the 
CHOICE program are designed to identify areas of interest 
nd importance. 

The CHOICE test is a computer program which lists 14 
haracteristics considered important to deciding on a career. 
Categories include: Education Level, Future Outlook, 
arnings, and Training Requirements. Unfortunately, at 
'resent the cards must be sent to Montreal for two weeks to 
tetermine the results, but Mireille is excited about 
ventually obtaining the program for use at the centre. 
Mireille also directs workshops to help students better 
>repare for job interviews. Through role-play, students 
dentify with the interviewer and the subject. She says it is 
mportant the student, "be aware that they can prepare", 
nd the bit of anxiety experienced during the workshop can 
ielp them deal more effectively with actual interviews. 



'We live in a culture that 
dichotomizes" 

Because of the considerable overlap between career and 
personal considerations, Personal Development Counsellor 
Sidney Bergensen is often involved with career counselling. 
It is Bergensen's job to find, "difficulties rooted in internal 
personal conflicts that may interfere with career choices." 
Bergensen says: "We live in a culture that dichotomizes", 
and often we tend to divorce work from personal interests 
when in fact they are related to each other. 

He indicates that his role is, "oriented to psychological 
therapy", but he stresses that he will neither deny nor get 
hooked on personal problems. If there are specific problems, 
he will address them and move on. He sees his role as one 
that helps the student overcome conflicts and progress 
toward defining career goals. 

As for pursuing career choices to meet personal needs and 
interests, Bergensen knows from whereof he speaks. Trained 
as a metallurgist, Bergensen is, "fascinated by how people 
function and operate", so he decided to change careers. He 
has only to write his dissertation to obtain his Doctorate in 
Educational Psychology, and is a member of the Ontario 
Institute for Studies in Education. 

Bergensen notes that we live in a society that provides 
increased choices, but associated with these choices is an 
increased responsibility of the individual. 

We can expect three career 
changes in our life 

Citing Sudbury as a good example, Bergensen says that 
there is pressure for skill adaptation. Referring to the Data 
Center and local hospitals, he illustrates the fact that 
Sudbury has been a resource producer , but due to global 
influences, high tech is replacing the primary sector as a 
major area of employment. 

It has been said that one can expect about three career 
changes in one's life. With the goal of providing; "students 
at Laurentian University with the means to take charge of 
their own learning and development within a lifelong 
perspective", a visit to the Centre for Talent Development 
might be a good career move.

Update re: Justice Lost, last week's Lambda feature

Bruce Curtis remains in a 
state of legal limbo. Two 
recent developments, how- 
ever, may clear up the 
uncertainty, but not to his 
benefit. 

As reported in last week's 
CUP feature in LAMBDA, 
Canadian Bruce Curtis faces 
an uncertain future in a New 
Jersey Prison. The twenty-two 
year old Nova Scoria native 
wa imprisoned for "aggra- 
vated Manslaughter" despite 
compelling evidence to the 
contrary. 

In the January 15 edition of 
Saint Mary's University 's 
paper The Journal, Mark 
DeWolf indicated that Curtis' 
plight received two blows 
which may exacerbate his 
chances for clemency. 

The first development 
occurred on December 24,1986 



when the Magistrate review- 
ing the petition of Habeas 
Corpus recommended to the 
Federal Judge that it be 
denied. 

The second development 
involves an allegation by 
Professor Gerald Morris, 
International Law expert at 
University of Toronto. He 
alleges that Chief Prosecutor 
of Monmouth County, New 
Jersey, John Kaye, recently 
came to Canada to obtain 
assurances that Curtis would 
serve the ten years without 
parole (as stipulated by the 
New Jersey Court in his 
twenty year sentence) if he 
were transferred to a 
Canadian prison. 

According to a story in The 
Chronicle Herald: "Professor 
Morris said he was told Mr. 
Kaye "got no satisfaction from 
Ottawa", and officials made 
no promises or deals with the 
New Jersey prosecutor." 



Mrs. Alice Curtis, Bruce's 
mother, says that " The (New 
Jersey) legislature passed the 
transfer treaty, but he (Kaye) 
is lobbying frantically against 
it." 

A vigil in support of Curtis 
was held on January 24, and 
garnered nation-wide 
coverage. Saint Mary's paper 
reported that over 65 people 
attended the Halifax vigil 
despite adverse weather 
conditions. 

The group marched to 
within sight of the office of 
James Walsh, Consul General 
for U.S.A., where a 

representative from the Bruce 
Curtis Defence Committee 
addressed aloud a letter to Mr. 
Walsh. The letter urged him 
to "lend the weight of his 
office" to the plea for 
clemency which is currently 
before Governor of New Jersey 
Thomas Kean.
